All three are crying out for a measure of. autonomous rule, and most 
sensible people agree that the demands must be met, in part at least. 
Few, however, are agreed about the methods to be adopted. In the 
case of India. a big step forward has been made by the new measure 
of partial self-government, which has been received with acclama- 
tion by the more loyal of the Indians who acknowledge the wonder- 
ful benefits which their country has enjoyed under British rule, 
» even if it does not fully satisfy ine extremists. Egypt is also 
. getting some of her wishes met, though here again the more rabid 
- of the Nationalists still clamour for more. Ireland appears the most 
difficult problem of al 
foreigners who are apt to regard the inhabitants of the British Isles 
as all pretty much ofa muchness and seldom think of the differentia- 
ting lines of nationality. : 

In considering this broad question of modes of.government in 
the British Empire, we have always before us the case of the great 
Dominions of Canada, Australia and New Zealand, who enjoy 
complete self-government and prosper under it. Then, too, we think 
of how after Britain conquered the South African Boers, a new. race 
came into the Empire. But thé Boers had always been independent

strenuous war period, was depriv- 
ed of his seat in the House of 
Commons and was allowed to 
retire out of active public life with 
scarcely a murmur of disapproval. 


|Most people said that it was.a 


good thing he had lost his great 
influence, because they reasoned 
that he was getting too old for 
his job. But to-day “we see him 
not only returned to the House 
by .a really marvellous majority 
but we hear by Reuter that on his 
arrival in London he was given 
an almost unprecedentedly en- 
thusiastic reception. Police had 
to afford him protection from the 
“ragging” erowds. Such a 
change must surely be taken as 
indicating e general modification 
of public opinion as regards the 
whole political situation at Home 
Mr. Asquith stands for the old 
type of politician—the rather 
solid but scrupulously sure 
man, who reasons Jong before 
committing himself to any act. 
The times call for thought far 
more than for action, and it may 
bea good thing to feel the in- 
fluence of this staid and steady 
politician, more especially as 
js now in opposition to the 
Government. Whatever may be 
the particular personal view re- 
garding Mr. Asquith’s politics, all 


and were well practiced in the ways of: freedom. Their two states, 
therefore, naturally united with the British South African colonies 
to found a joint self-government commonwealth. The experiment 
has been felicitous. The loyality of Genera) Botha and General 
Smuts, Boer leaders, to the British Empire during the World War, 
proved the auccess of British colonising methods in“South Africa. 
But South African conditions do not prevail in Ireland, Egypt or 
India, Proximity to England complicates the. Irish situation; 
lack of education is a danger to Egyptian s-lf-governments 
jealousies among religious sects and strong caste. feelings 
among the natives necessitate o cautious procedure in India. 
So it will readily be seen that the problems which have to be faced are 
not easy of: settlement. Foreigners may, as they often do, advocate 
the placing of Ireland, Egypt and India on the‘same féoting as the 
Great Dominions, but they forget that the conditions are not in any 
-degree the same, and that what does for Canada and Australasia 
could not with wisdom be applied in the case of these other posses- 
sions. 

Nevortheless7it is generally agreed that the days of paternal 
government ara passing if slowly. New methods of administration 
have to be found if the peoples of the British Empire are to be con- 
tented. Our st are now experi 
that way. Solf-government for Ireland aud India have been promised, 
and a Commiasion is studying the Eyptian problem. Whether the 
first steps to be taken will prove ‘guecessful remains to’ be seen. 
Chronic discontent has always destroyed the Empire thet could not 
cure it, But Britain converted General Botha and General Smuts 
from enemies to saviours of the Empire. The raciel problems in Ire- 
lend, Egypt and India, therefore, are surely not basically insoluble.

Realisation of a possible danger 
jnvalves the taking of steps for 
its prevention. Human nature is 
so constituted. . It is always easy 
to steer clear of coming troubles, 
by recognising them, and I hope 
that will be the course which the 
Government will follow this year 
regarding the possible scarcity of 
rice supplies in the Colony. The 
rice probleri has not been solved 
Lentirely. A fortnight sgo, .a 
meeting of the non-officials of the 
Legislative Council was held to 
consider .the situation. His 
Excellency put the facts regard- 
ing a possible world shortage of 
the ceréal before the Members, 
and I am told thatit was decided 
to watch the situation for the 
present. In all likelihood the 
Control system will come into 
operation in the Colony this year. 
We shali see to what extent the 
Government has gained ex- 
perisnee from its past blunders. 
‘As a matter of common-sense, the 
Government is desirous of 
not interfering with the 
general and legitimate trade. 
bat its duty in the present 
conditions of world shortage 1s 
to see that there is no recurrence 
of the distressing incidents of ‘the 
previous year. The Government 
has to do its,best to preserve the 
tights af the people, and an effort 
should be made to see that when 
the shortage becomes more acute 
that holders of-stocks should not 
take advantaze of their position 
to exact unusal profits. The 


-yshortage of rice in Burma and 
India amount to 14 million tons.’ 


while in Java and‘Siam the ex- 
portation of rice is prohibited. 
Japan, a rice-producing country, 
is now a heavy buyer. America 
is producing rice, but thatis being 
consumed locally, and the de- 
mand from that country is in- 
sistent, . During the last week no 
less than $,009 tons of rice have 
peen sold to America. These 
Litls will come on the market 
soon and will in all probability 
exert a hardening, tendency on 
the Exchange. Australia needs 
tice as well. The consumption 
per head per annum in Australia 
is four pounds, With all. the 
optimism we possess alook atthe 
fasts in the case is worth 
while. So far no pinch 
has . been felt, in Hongkong. 
but one can see the situation 
being aggravated if an embergo 
is placed on rice exports from 
Saigon: for Saigon at present is 
lone of our principal sources of 
supply for rice. However, we 
have quite a time to wait for the 
next Siamese harvest, and if 
there is then not enotigh rice to 
fill the needs of the Colony. then 
the only persons responsible will 
be those whose inaptinde has 
placed the consumers in a Fool's 
Paradise. °

_ The most notable event of the 
week in the commercial world was 
the sharp decline in the sterling 
rate of exchange. This was princip- 


‘ipally due to the high cross rate 


and the drop in the price of 
silver. The Chinese have been 
buying heavily. There has also 
been 2 serious slump in-the value 
of the American twenty gold 
dollar pieces, the price dropping 
within a fortnight sin the Straits 
Settelments from 65 Straits dollars 
to 48. This is the result of 
the cessation of the demand from 
Calcutta. Already, there is in the 
Colony about 200,000 “double 
eagles” in stock, aggregating in 
value to about Hk. $4,000,000. 
Apart from this, arrivals from 
America continue to be heavy. 
By the as. Nile there came to the 
Colony “double eagles” to the 
extent of 113,000, valued roughly 
at Hk. 2,600,000. More of these 
gold piecés are expected by the 
Nanking, while Shanghai has 
been sending down here large 
quantities through native banks. 


+ * * 


The balance sheets of many of 
our joint-stock companies show 
better trading results, and in the 
majority of cases dividends are 
an improvement on previons dis- 
tributions. Whether this is a re- 
cognition by the Directors that 
shareholders have been starved or 
deprived of their legitimate dues 
in the past.is not known for 
cortain, but at any rate the recent 
dividends declared are an augury 
for good in the future. Docks 
and Lands have. paid dividends 
which have statisfied their share- 
holders, while the results of the 
trading of the China Sugar 
Refining Company, Limited, for 
last year, have | enabled the 
Directors to declare a dividend 
of $25 per share. The prospects 
for the coming year, I am 
told, are very. good, and will 
greatly eclipse the” previous 
year's showing. The ‘share 
market has been stagnant for 


sometime, and hopes of cheaper 
money after the Chinese New 
Year have so far not fructified.

The March settlement is not a 
ponderous one and the opinion is 
held that before it falls due, the 
conditions of the money market 
woutd be such as to makes higher 
prices of most of the favourite 
stocks quite probable.

The local metal market is 
quite firm. Within the last three 
months there has been an’ in- 
crease of thirty to forty per cent. 
in the prices of almost every 
class of metal. Shipments at 
present are uncertain. Price is’ 
not the determining factor in the 
metal marker to-day. It is a 
question of service and delivery. 
The prices quoted by the Hong- 
kong merchants show a decided 
upward tendency: Aftarthe sign- 
ing of the Armistice all countries 
ceased to purchase metals. This 
lasted for six months. Itsudden- 
ly dawned thatthe .spot supplies 
were Being quickly depeleted. 
This knowledge seemed to have

‘come ta many markets at the 


same time. which caused a big 
demand. Shortly after this de- 
mand arose, the steel workers! 
went on strike, both in England, 
and in America. Qa top of this’ 
came the coal minérs’ strike, 
which demoralised all business, 
both in the States and at Home. 
These strikes are now happily 
over, but their effects will be feir 
for several mote months. It is 
a fact that the efficiency in the 
steel mills cannot be restored 
unless the labourers have been 
working at the same character of 
work for‘many months. As a 
result of these strikes, the 
efficiency of all the mills have 
been kept down between 50: to 
75 per cent. of the normal, and 
two workmen can accomplish 
a piece of work that one used to 
do previousty. Hence the prices 
of materials have advanced great- 
ly in Hongkong. This, together 
with the conditions prevailing in 
the manufactuying countries, will 
serve towards a sharp advance 
in all steel products.. With the 
production far below normal and 
with the ever-increasing demand 
from all parts of the world as 
well as the domestic demands of 
the manufacturing countries itis 
difficult to stare at this moment 
what. the outcome of. the steel 
situation will be. The Govern- 
ment of the United States are 
turning back the railways to 
private ownership, es before the 
war. It. is generally believed 
that when this is déne large 
orders will be placed for iron and 
steel, as the Railroad Administra- 
tion took no steps towards 
repairs or rebuilding «xcept those 
which were urgently needed. It 


ownership the railways will take 
immediate steps to place them- 
selves under modern conditions, 
which will create a larger demand 
than ever for steel products.

TO-DAY'S 
MISCELLANY. 


The explosion which wrecked 
an Edinburgh cork . factory \ re- 
cently was probably caused by 
what is usually considered as 
harmless dust. Ang dust that 
will burn can be made to explode 
under.certain condition. All that 
is necessary is that there shall be a 
mixture of air and dust in definite 
proportions, Some years ago 
three flour mills. were destroyed 
as the result of a mysterious 
explosion, and experiments subse- 
quently carried out left no poss- 
ibility of doubt bat that flour 
dust was the cause. It was de-. 
monstrated that two ournes ‘of 
flour dust in a box containing two 
cubic feet of air could ba exploded 
with sufficient force to upset two 
big men standing on. the lid. 


‘lFrom which it was calculated 


that about 200lb. of flour dust 
ignited in 4,000-cubic feet of air. 
would throw a weight of 2500 
tons to a height of 100ft.

But for an audacious theft by’ 
an ambassadress, ‘Australian 
farmers might not be in the pos- 
ition to make such huge profits 
out of the demand for merino 
wool. In 1804 Captain John Mc- 
Arthur, the first settler to realise 
the possibilities of sheep-breeding 
in New South Wales, took eight 
merino sheep to Australia, where 
hitherto this variety of sheep 
was unknown.

{ato England. The inducement 
was a pairof creamcoloured horses 
on which her heart was set, and 
which cost the King £8,000.

MERCANTILE MARINE WAR 
SERVICE MEDALS. v 


It is’common knowledge tha: 
the conditions prescribed by the 
Admiralty’ for the award of War 
Service Medals tothe members of 
the Mercantile Marine have 
occasioned great dissatisfaction 
in seaferng circles, owing to the 
invidious and unfair distinctions 
which they meke. The matter, 
however, is not going to be 
allowed to pass unchallenged, and 
[the secretary of the Imperial 
Merchant Service Guild has 
written to the Secretary of the 
|Admiralty pointing out-the dis- 
satisfaction which has been 
created. It has been laid down 
that neither the. 1914-15 Decora- 
tion nor the Victory Medal are to 
be granted to the Merchant 
Service, except in so far as those 
officers and men who served under 
special naval 
Form T124 and its variants—are 
concerned. The secretary points 
out that it may thus well happen 
that an officer, for instance, who 
served part of the time under 
special naval engagements, and 
the rest of the time at sea during 
ithe war under ordinery Board of 
Trade articles, will receivé no 
less than four decorations, 2s 
against only two granted to the 


the war on Board of Trade articles, 
and possibly—as in very many 
cases—trading throughout that 
time constantly in the denger 
zone, The Guild further points 
out that the 1914-15 Decoration 
has been granted to every section 
of the combatant and non-com-, 
batant forces who took part in the 
wat within the prescribed dates, 
with the exception of the 
Merchant Service, even those who 
served in the Y.M.C.A.. having 
been awarded the decoration some 
months ago by the War Office. 
“Surely,” adds the secretary, 
“their services, however, estim- 
able, cannot be compared with 
those of the Merchant Service,
